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At Plainfield’s Mill-Village, off the Meriden Stage Road, this oil painting 
was sketched from the hillside overlooking the mill-pond, in 1938. ‘Then the 
old gristmill was still standing. That is the building with the peaked roof that 
shows at the left end of the dam. The shed of the sawmill, and mill-yard with 
logs, was then, and for many years, Reed’s mill. 


In the early days of the town’s development, at the March meeting of 
1768, the ‘Town voted that a sawmill and gristmill should be built on the falls 
of the Blow-Me-Down Brook. These were the first mills voted by the Town. 


The sawmill was completed, and the dam, by 1769. But no one came for- 
ward to build the gristmill. To encourage it, the Town voted to give 100 acres 
of land, and also money to a miller. This land was deeded to Nathaniel Dean 
in September 1769, and the gristmill was accepted by the Town in 1770. 

Dean was also a blacksmith. His house, which was a tavern, was used as a 
place of religious worship before the meeting-house was built, and town-meet- 
ings were called there many times in the 1770’s. With these community meetings, 
and with the natural business of blacksmithy, and bringing grain to the mill, 
the mill village was the center of ‘Town life in those days. 


The first sawmill belonged to two of the Town fathers whose land came 
adjacent to the mill-sites. Benjamin Chapman, who lived on Otis Jordan’s 
farm, sold off his half-interest to Nathaniel Dean in 1771. The other half of 
the sawmill partnership was in ‘Thomas Gallup’s family. ‘Thomas Gallup’s sister 
was Nathaniel Dean’s wife, and it seems the brothers-in-law ran the sawmill, 
as partners, until 1777, when Gallup died. ‘Then his son, Asa, sold off to Dean, 
who then became sole owner of both mills. 


Dean and his wife both died in 1788 and are buried in the Gilkey Ceme- 
tery. This is the story of the earliest millers. 


Sometime during the earlier years, the mills switched places, and in the 
1800’s the sawmill and mill-yard were in their present location at the north end 
of the dam. 

The sawmill at the Mill Village, as this generation has known it, was run 
by Forrest Reed. In a recent interview, Mr. Reed told of his early connection 
with the mill. His grandfather, Charles H. Reed, bought the mills at auction 
for $1,005.00. He built the present sawmill shed out of new spruce. At the time 
of purchase, the grist-mill had been grinding grain with a steam engine. A 
lot of corn came with the mill, and Charles Reed ground this, but when that 
corn was finished the grist-mill never ground again. The steam engine was 
sold for $1,000.00. The grist-mill building was then used for other purposes. 
Chair-spindles were turned there, and there was also a rake-factory, and a cider 
mill in the front of it. The upstairs area was used as living quarters. 

Charles Reed died in 1898, and as he had a large lot of timber contracted 
for, Forrest Reed’s uncles took over to complete the job, and Forrest went to 
work, too, aged about fifteen. He ran the mill for about fifty years, and made 
hemlock shingles, as well as sawing boards, bridge-planks and dimension-timbers. 

Before 1866, the grist-mill went with the (now) Meyette house, and the 
sawmill went with the old miller’s house. 


Before the Reeds became the mill-owners, the name of Spaulding had been 
connected with the mills for three generations and about 34 of a century. 

Early in the 1800’s Simon Spaulding was the miller. He was the father of 
Esther Spaulding Jordan, whose husband, William Riley Jordan, had a half- 
interest in the sawmill before 1847. But Simon’s son, Enos Spaulding, who lived 
in the Mayette house, ran the sawmill with Captain Ephriam Converse, who 
lived in the old miller’s house (now torn down).

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PLAINFIELD SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


1. In this report I will stress the importance of high 
academic standards in the public schools. It is encourag- 
ing to teachers and others responsible for good educa- 
tion to know that there is a national desire for higher 
standards. School Boards, teachers and other officials 
are directly responsible that children study and make 
better achievement. Parents are directly concerned in 
this, as their attitude is very often reflected in the at- 
titude of their children. The pressure by parents has 
been most insistent that children be passed from one 
orade to the next, even though they may not have stud- 
ied enough to have made a full year’s achievement, nor 
done as well as they are capable of doing. As the schools 
insist that proper achievement and standards are main- 
tained I hope that we may have the cooperation and 
understanding by parents that it is for the child’s good 
that he learn to read, do arithmetic, and thoroughly 
know English before being “pushed” on to the next 
grade. This higher standard can be achieved only with 
the cooperation of parents and school people. 


2. ‘The academic achievement as tested by the annual 
achievement tests last April, was encouraging. Mrs. 
Durkee has charge of this program and also of the 
guidance of pupils from Grade 8 into high school. 


3. “Teachers:—The teacher situation in the State and 
Nation is still critical, and there is a shortage of good 
teachers. The Plainfield District is extremely fortunate 
this year as their teachers are doing outstanding work. 
The addition of the fourth teacher in the Plainfield 
Village School has enabled all grades to have an equal 
opportunity. Mr. Richard Goodman as teacher of the 
7th and 8th grade, and Principal of the Meriden Village 
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School, has made a fine academic contribution and has 
helped the social and athletic progress of the children. 
I commend and thank each one of the teachers for the 
fine work performed. 


4. Costs: — The budget for the coming year has two 
major increases in it. 


1. The cost of teachers’ salaries has increased al- 
though it is certainly no higher than is necessary 
if Plainfield is to have an adequate staff. The 
average salary in New Hampshire is over $4,000 
for the current year. 


2. The other major increase in the budget is the 
result of a larger number of high school tuition 
pupils. There would be a tuition charge for an- 
other 9 or 10 if it were not that K.U.A. has this 
number enrolled from this district. 


5. It is important that a qualified staff be retained, 
and for this adequate financial appropriations are nec- 
essary. I suggest that some added playground equip- 
ment be planned for in the future years, and that 
improvements be made in the basement of the Meriden 
School. 


I thank the School Board, teachers, and other em- 
ployees, the P'TA’s and citizens who have worked with 
the school staff to make possible a fine year for the 
children.

This has been an uneventful, healthy year, apart from 
the flu epidemic in October and November. 

Ninety per cent of the students have completed their 
Salk Vaccine inoculations, and forty-two from the first, 
second, and third grade attended the immunization 
clinics in Lebanon. A pre-school check was done by the 
school nurse in April, for the students entering first 
gerade in September.

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The third Spaulding was Enos Reckard Spaulding, called “Reck,” and Enos’ 
adopted son. He lived in the Morse house, seen beyond the dam. 

There were blacksmith shops at the Mill Village at least sometimes, if not 
always. The first miller, Dean, was a blacksmith. Enos Spaulding was a_black- 
smith, and had his shop between the Meyette house and the grist-mill. Perhaps 
his father had a shop in the same place. When he gave over, the shop was kept 
by Orville Williams, who also lived in the Meyette house, later. 

Other names connected with the mill history were Junius Spencer, and 
Zenas Benjamin Small who built the house shown at iy right, as an addition 
to the mill house, for his daughter. 

The grist-mill, recently used only for lumber storage, was weakened by the 
high flood-waters around it just before the 1938 hurricane. Several years later 
a heavy load of snow on the roof brought it down. 

This is probably the last painting of the Mills as they were known for so 
many years.
